ton. 

“To my mind,” said he, “gas in Al- 
berta could be very aptly compared to 
fish in a lake. If you find fish in one 
part of the lake you are justified In ex- 
pecting they will be scattered all over 
that same lake, and that’s the reason I 
really do not think gas in this pro- 
vince will ever be a paying proposition 
from a private cempany’s point of view. 
It's like water—there for the getting.” 

In explaining the geological form- 
ation of the province in the section 
around Camrose, Mr. Smith showed 
that everything pointed to the exist- 
ence of gas in that locality and that 
the same would be true of practically 
the whole province so soon as a com- 
plete and up-to-date survey of the pro- 
vince should be made.

stranded high and dry instead of drifting toward power as 
they had hoped upon a flood-tide of popularity arising out of 
the government’s failure to finance. 

As a matter of fact, the conservatives themselves know 
that Alberta’s credit is now and always has been al a slight 
premium over corresponding loans of the same character Dy 
other provinces, and that this province has never had any real

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


For the second time within the last few 
months, Canada resounded to the call to 
arms 14 years ago today, The Impertal 
government had announced its acceptance 
of a second contingent of troops from Can- 
ada for the South African war, Lord 
Roberts, appointed commander of the Brit- 
Ish forces In South Africa on December 
18, was so pleased with Canada’s prompt 
response and the enthustasm and fervor of 
the people that he cabled that “the action 
of Canada will always be a glorious page 
In the history of the sons of the Empire,” 
adding, “I look for great things from the 


men she has sent and {ts sending to the 
front,” The first Canadian contingent of 
a thousend men bad been composed of 
Infantry, and it was decided that the 
second amny of 1,220 men should be con- 
fined to cavalry and artillery, The con- 
tingent was completely equipped with hor- 
ses and guns, and within a month the first 
detachment was ready to sail, In Febru- 
ary a third force of 400 cavalry were 
equipped and sent to South Africa by Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal, and thts body, 
known as “Stratheona’s Horse,” played a 
prominent and galkant part in the war, The 
first battalion of Canadian Mounted Rifles 
was led by Lieut,-Col, Lessard, the Second 
by Lleut.-Col, Herehmer, and liter by 
Lieut,-Col, Evans; the field artillery was 
commanded by Lieut,-Col, Drury, and 
Strathcona’s horsemen rode into action 
with Lieut,-Col, Steele at their head, In 
a banquet at Toronto following the an- 
nouncement of a second contingent, Prime 
Mintster Ross of Ontarlo yoleed the senu- 
ments ef the nation when he declared that 
‘all our money and all our men are at the 
disposal of the British Empire,”

Rev, Dr, Brady, Author of 
Over 50 Bocks, 52 Today 


Wikle engaged In the active duties of 
a clergyman of the Protestant Eptscopal 
Church, the Rev, Cyrus Townsend Brady 
has found time to write over half a hund- 
red books which have won for him a host 
of admirers throughout the English-speak- 
Ing .world, Dr, Brady bas a volume to 
his credit for each year of his life, since 
he was born 52 years ago today In AHeg- 
heny, Pa,, and when dt ts considered that 
he did not begin his literary career until 
{5 years ago {tt will be realized that he ts 
a prolific writer, Dr. Brady’s first am- 
bition was to become an admiral in Uncle 
Sam’s Navy, and with this end in view he 
Secured an appointment to Annapolls and 
Sraduated from the Naval Academy In 
1883, Later he decided that railroading 
offered a greaier future and for several 
years he was employed on the Missourt 
Pacific and Union Pacifle rallways, It 
Was while thus engaged that he felt stirring 
‘n his heart the call to the ministry, and 
he took up the study of theology under 
Bishop Worthington of Nebraska, In 1890 
he was ordained a priest of the Episcopal 
church, and was reetor of churches In 
Oolorado and Missourt and archdeacon of 
Kansas, and later archdeacon of Pennsyl- 
vania, He was rector of a Philadelphia 
chureh when he scored his first success 
as an author with “For Love of Country” 
and “For the Freedom of the sea,’ In the 
year 1900, while Dr, Brady was still ful- 
filling the duties of a mintster, five books 
appeared under his name, In 1902 he 
resigned his charge to devote his entire 
time to Hterature, but the call of the 
church was too Insistent for him to re- 
alst, and threo years later he accepted 
the pulptt of a Toledo church, In 1909 he 
Went to Kansas City, and later to a churoh 
In Mount Vernon, a suburb of New York 
City, A few months ago Dr, Brady was 
eritizise for a too great devotion to ritua- 
lism, and Inytled to go over to the Roman 
Catholic church, but the clergyaian-author 
did not aecept the invitation,

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


Eminent American Statesman 

Hartford county, Maryland, was the 
birthplace a century ago today of Samuel 
Jordan Kirkwood, “war governor’ of Lowa, 
United States senator and cabinet member, 
Kirkwood left his native State and removed 
to Ohlo in 1855, and bexan his career as 
a lawyer in the Buckeye State, He went 
to Towa In 1855, and almost immediately 
became prominent in politics, A year 
after tis arrival found him in the senate 
of his adopted State, and in 1850 he was 
elected governor of lowa, a3 the candidate 
of the Republican party, At that time Des 
Moines, a rude frontier village, had just 
been made the capital of the State, Kirk- 
wood was re-elected governor in 1864, and | 
Was of great assistance to the Union cause 
during the struggle between North and 
South, After the war ho was elected to 
the United States senate, but in 1875 he 
Was again clected governor of lowa, He 
returned to the senate the following year, 
and remained in that body until 1881, when | 
he entered President Garfield's cabinet as 
Secretary of the Interior, After relinquish- 
Ing that portfolio he retired to private life, 
and died in Iowa Oity in 1894, 


“Haloyon Days” 

These are the “haleyon days,’ com- 
memorated by ancient poets as a pertod of 
calm and peace and tranquility, The 
seven days preceeding and the seviw days 
following the Winter solstice, which falls 
on the 2f or the 22 of December, were 
the halcyon days of the old world, In 
modern dictionaries haleyon has come to be 
a syhonym for idyllic, peaceful or happy, 
but among the anclents it was the name 
of the bird now called the Kingfisher, and 
the fourteen days nearest the Winter sols- 
tlea were called haleyon because {ft was 
at that period that the bird deposited her 
eggs on the rocks by the margin of the 
sea, er in a floating nest in the midst 
of the waters, Out of consideration for 
the halcyon bird, which wes supposed to 
bo favored by the gods, It was expected 
that the sea would remain calm in order 
that the eggs might not suffer injury, 
The superstition persisted in spite of the 
storms that often prevailed at that perlod, 
as 80 mmany superstitions survive din. the 
face of evidence, and it was held that the 
storms were proof of the anger of the 
gods, Some of the ancient writers attri- 
buted to the Kingfisher the power of ar- 
resting the violence of the waves, 

Many fables about the magical powers 
of the haleyon or kingfisher still persist 
in parts of Europe, It ds declared that the 
breast of a kingfisher suspended by the 
bi will always be turned to the north, 
that when accurately balanced the bill will 
point In the direetion of the wind even 
within doors, and that its head and feathers 
are a protection against storms at sea, 
“The feathers are also alleged to be a sure)

ry with thom always a kingfisher feather! 
fo assure themselves that wives or sweet- 
hearts will not prove false while thay are 
at sea, Phe feather, however, does not}

There are a number of varieties of the 
Kingfisher, but the common kingfisher of 
Europe, which was the haleyon of the 
ancients, Is about seven inches long, with 
a stout body, short wings, and a long 
sharp bill, It possesses many of the bNi- 
liant colors of tropteal birds, the upper 
back being dark green, the lower back 
bright blue; the upper part of the head, 
wing coverts, a stripe on each side of the

Miss Gertrude M, Benham, In a letter) = 
dated from the steamship Gascon In the 
Mozambique Channel, Oct, 27, gives a short

She left England in October, 1912, and 
proceeded up the Niger to Buro and by

After having searched far and wide 
for weeks, Martin Johnson from North 
Dakota, has sueceeded in finally locat- 
{ng his children in Ixdmonton, where 
they were brought by their mother, 

Martin Johnson seeured a divorce 
from his wife in the month of July in 
a Dakota court, and was given the cus- 
tody of his children, one a girl of 
about cight years, and the other a hoy 
age six, with the understanding that 


the mother was to be allowed to see 
the children every two weeks. It fs 
alleged that Mrs. Johnson suddenly 
left Minot, taking the children with 
her. For some time nothing was 
heard of the woman. Then word was 


received that she had been seen in 
Butte, Montana, but upon investigation 
she could not be located. The next 
place where sho was alleged to have 
been seen was in Denver, Colorado, 
This time it seemed a certainty that 
the woman was there, and the authorI- 
tles got busy to have the woman 
brought back, only to find that when 


they were ready to act, Mrs, John- 
son and the two children had again 


disappeared, 

Nothing more was heard for some 
thme until Mr. Johnson received word 
from « friend living in Alberta, who 
chanced to be in Edmonton at the be- 
ginning of December, that the woman 
was in this city. The father of the 
two children lost no time in having 
warrants issued by K. FE. Leighton, 
North Dakota judge, empowering him 
to seize the two children, and also have 
the woman arrested, With his brother, 
who happens td be an actins. sheriff, 


Johnson started for Tdmonton, Ar- 
riving here a systematic search was 
organized. Fivery charitable shelter 


was searched, but without result, and 
the quest was about to be given up in 
despair when they called on the Child- 
ren's Shelter. Imagine the father’s 
joy on again beholding the two child- 
ren whom he had almost despaired of 
ever seeing again. 

The warrants, however, are of no use 
in Edmonton. In fact, they are no use 
outside of the state in which they were 
Issued. Mr. Johnson therefore plac- 
ed the matter in the hands of Robert- 
son, MacDonald and Winkler, and it 
{s expected that a writ of habeas cor- 
pus will be applied for in the courts, 
and that there will be sufficient evi- 
dence to get the children turned over 
by Mr. Chadwick to their father, Un- 
til an order has been’ secured from 
court, the children will remain in Mr. 
Chadwick's care. 

It was learned later by the Capital 
that the whereabouts o. Mrs. John- 
son has been discovered and that she 
Is at present in employment in this 
elty. Whether or not Mr. Johnson will 
take further proceedings against her 
is not known yet.

OLD MAGGIE, INDIAN WEATHE 


PREDICTS MILD WEATHER LIKE COAST 


A mild winter, something like Puret 
Sound winters, broken by two short 
but sharp cold spells, is the weather 
prediction of old Maggie So-Happy, 
one of the squaws who has made her 
home in the Kittitas and Okanagan 
valleys since before the days of the 
white man. Old Maggie, last fall, suc- 
cessfully predicted a hard, severe win- 
ter, so her prediction this winter has 
been awaited by scores of ranchers in 


the valley, especially among the old- | 


timers who know that the Indians un- 
derstand nature signs like the animals. 

The old squaws come into the Kit- 
titas valley every fall to pick the 
eamas root to make their bread, whicn 
they call kittitas. They state that fin 
the old days of fighting among the 
tribes of Kittitas valley was neutral 
ground to which all Indians came to 
get camas root. The valley took the 
name of their bread. New the indians 
who winter along the Columbia from 
White Bluffs up into the Okanagan 
and Big Bend countries, and who do 
not receive government supplies on 
the reservations, all send their squaws 
iere as in the olden times to get their 
winter supplies of camas. 

Old Maggie was late in coming this 
fali, or, if she came earlier she stayed 
out in the hills away from town, and 
for some time none of the other In- 
dians could or would tell where she 
was, 

She came into T. W. Farrell's har- 
ness store at Ellensburg lately, even 
ruore wrinkled and stooped than ever, 
Seeing “ily Farrell, an oldtimer, and 


one of the few white men in the vai- 
ley who talk Chinook, she — greeted 
him with: 

“Nika ya wa" (I am here). “Mike 
cumtux ict moon, nika wawa nika 
chaco (You remember I said I would 
come).
